Bernard J. Ristuccia Sr., owner 
of Wilmington Ford and four other 
automobile dealerships, was fined 
$462,000 and ordered to stop "bait 
and switch” advertising and high 
pressure sales tactics, according to 
last Wednesday's Boston Globe. 

The Globe reported that 
judgements last week against 
Wilmington Ford, Wilmington 
Subaru, Wilmington AMC, Border 
Buick of Methuen, and Value Ford 
(Lowell Ford) were approved in 
Suffolk Superior Court after car 
buyers lodged more than 1,000 
consumer complaints since 
June, 1983, with the state attorney 
general's office. The dealerships 
are owned either singly or jointly 
by Ristuccia and his three sons 
Bernard Jr., Michael, and Joel. 

According to the Globe, the 
dealerships, in the future, will 
implement several "unprecedented" 
measures to protect customers, 
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include inspections and detail work 
‘on cases which come before the 
commission, which regulates the 
filling of wetlands. 

Mrs. Sabounjian holds a Master's 
degree in Environmental Biology 
from Fairleigh-Dickinson Univer- 
sity. She is presently employed at 
the Charles River Breeding 
Laboratories in the genetics lab.

Wilmington Center hearing in 40 days

Wilmington selectmen, the 
redevelopment authority and other 
town departments, and Town 
Center businessmen got a chance 
-Monday. to. seassure. the state 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) they are ready to go ahead 
with the 25 percent design hearing 
on the Rt. 129 (Town Center) 
project. In turn, they were notified 
that the public heating would be 
held approximately 40 days: after 
receiving written comments from 
the town. 

In the wake of some previous 
misconceptions over whether the 
town wished the state to continue 
with plans to replace the Burlington 
Avenue Bridge and connecting 
roadways, a large group of 
interested citizens met with DPW 
Commissioner Robert Tierney and 
DPW spokesman George Joseph 
Monday morning to communicate 
their concerns and desire to move 
ahead with the project. They: were 
also treated to a 45 minute bus tour 
of Town Center to get "a better 
view of the scope of the problem.” 

In his opening remarks, Tierngy 
said the state has invested 
“considerable time and money” in 
the bridge project, which has been 
under consideration for the past 
three years. He explained that, at 
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this point, his department can show 
Wilmington what kind of land 
takings the town can expect along 
with environmental, traffic, and 
construction impact. 

"We. think we fiave a reasonable 
project but it’s up to the town to tell 
us at a public hearing,” added 
Tierney. 

Joseph pointed out that repre- 
sentatives of the Right of Way 
Division would be present at the 
hearing and local residents and 
business owners would have ample 
opportunity to be heard at that 
time. He also stated that anything 
the town is considering during the 
construction period, such as putting 
in a new sewer line at towfvost or 
parking emergency vehicles by 
Deming Way, should be brought up 
at the public hearing. 

Tierney took some time to answer 
several of the many questions posed 
to him by those present. He said the 
state would replace affected sewer 
and water lines at state cost as well 
as affected on-street parking. He 
explained the Kirk Street-Olsen 
Road bypass to divert traffic from 
Main Street will be a two-way 
street and engineers will keep the 
town informed of road progress 
“on a regular basis." 

Tierney also informed the board 
the New Boston Street Bridge 
would be re-opened once the Rt. 
93-129 cloverleaf is complete, des- 
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pite protests that the action would 
“devastate” residents of Woburn 
Street and create "tremendous 
traffic problems” in town. 

Much of the hour long discussion, 
however, was an attempt to clear 
the air and make up for any 
previous lack of communication 
between the town and the DPW. 
Selectmen chairman Rocco 
DePasquale told Tierney that "this 
is the first time we as a board have 
met collectively with representa- 
tives of your department" and 

urged that, in the future, selectmen 
be kept abreast of developments 
through the Town Manager. 

Confusion had arisen in the past 
when selelctmen requested a delay 
in the hearing until a feasibility 
study of the Town Center relo- 
cation was made. Selectmen 
claimed someone had misrepresent- 
ed their intentions to the state, 
causing Tierney te send a letter 
telling the town to agree to a 
hearing soon or the project would 
be dropped. 

When selectmen broached the 
subject, Tierney maintained noth- 
ing was misrepresented to him but 
that his decision to send the letter 
was due to “our particular time- 
table.” 


DePasquale said he was 
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concemed with previous meetings 
on the project between affected 
businessmen and state legislators. 
Because of the meetings, which 
excludedselectmen and members 
of the redevelopment authority, 
said DePasquale, “we're tooking 
like we're least informed-and, in 
the Jong run, (we are the) most 
criticized.” 

Selectmen asked for a more 
up-to-date copy of project plans 
which would reflect any changes 
made in the last year and a half, 
while Joseph sought an answer to a 
letter he sent out in November, a 
letter Town Manager Buzz Stap. 
czynski claimed he never received.

Critical shortage 

The American Red Cross Blood 
Services - Northeast Region 
(ARCBS-NER) announced recently 
that the blood supply especially 
group O blood (0 positive and O 
negative) has dropped below 
critical levels. The organization is 
appealing to healthy, eligible 
donors to donate blood this week.

The couple has relatives 
in Wilmington, and that is how they 
learned about the old Samuel 
Butters house. 

Samuel Butters was a grandson of 
William Butter, one of the Scots 
who were captured at Dunbar in 
Scotland in 1651 by Oliver 
Cromwell. It was at the end of the 
Civil Wars in England. Cromwell 
did not want any more fighting and 
sent his prisoners overseas to the 
new world, 

Five hundred were sent to Massa- 
chusetts. Hundreds were employed 
in Saugus, at the Saugus Iron Mill, 
rebuilt about 30 years ago. 

William Butter was sent to 
Woburn, where he served for some 
years as an indentured servant, 
before winning his freedom. Butter 
(not Butters) settled on what is now 
Chestnut Street, at the corner of 
Mill Road, in Wilmington, about 
1661. 

The third generation, of whom 
Samuel was one (of a dozen) 
acquired the name of Butters be- 
cause there were so many of them. 

The Samuel Butters home was 
built as a garrison house. The 
Indian attacks of Queen Anne's 
War were recent history at that 


time. The Harndén Massacre had 
occurd in what is now North 
Wilmington only seven years 
previously. 

The Samuel Butters home was 
built with a projecting second 
story, so that the occupants could 
fire on any marauder, Indian or 
otherwise, who was attacking, or 
trying to set fire to the building. 
The space under the second story 
was a handy place to hang horse 
harnesses and such 

‘There is a story in Wilmington, 
about 100 years old, of a remark 
made when passing the home-- 
saying in effect: 

“Now we are passing the Sign of 
the Horse Harness.” 

In the late 19th century the 
chimney was torn down and 
replaced, using the original bricks, 
and the second story changed, so 
that the home is no longer a 
“garrison” type. 

But it is still an early Butters 
home. On some occasions in past 
years, according to Margaret and 
Walter Hinxman, who now live 
across the street, descendants of 
Samuel Butters, from other parts of 
the country, have stopped in to see 
the home of their ancestors. 


Two possible sites 
for Webber house

Building Inspector James Russo is 
presently in the process of looking 
at two sites and the cost factor in 
moving the Webber House from its 
present location to another site for 
use as affordable housing. 

He told the Town Crier this week 
he is looking at large town-owned 
parcels on Oakwood Road and 
Parker Street. 

"Oakwood Road doesn't seem to 
be feasible at this time because you 
would need a two day move down 
Main street,” said Russo. He also 
cited "phenomenal" moving costs 
and the “tremendous amount of 
work" involved in the actual 
process. 

Russo said he is hoping the Parker 
‘Sweet parcel would be more viable, 
though costs will exceed the 
original $14,000 estimated to move 
the house. He added that he foresees 
problems moving a large house on 
Wilmington’s narrow roads be- 
cause it will mean taking down 
phone and electrical wires to get it 
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through. 

Representatives from the tele- 
phone and power companies are 
looking at the Parker Street site 
today to try to determine the least 
costly method of moving the home, 
said Russo, 

After making a structural inspec- 
tion on the house, Russo said the 
building is built "like Fort Knox" 
adding that "it would be a thorough 
shame to see it torn down.”

TAXES AND THE

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First-ever project in U

‘There is a killer on the Shawsheen 
River! 

No, it isn't any kind of fish, fowl, 
man or beast. This silent and 
ruthless killer is usually made of 
concrete and lies hidden on the 
river bed, awaiting the passage of 
an unsuspecting canoeist. 

It’s called a "roll dam" and the 
chief engineer for the state 
Department of Environmental 
Management calls them by a more 
colorful name: "Hydrological 
drowning machines." 

In years past, roll dams, or more 
properly “design head weirs,” were 
built in countless rivers nationwide 
to slow down the destructive flow 
of high water during wet seasons, 
or to prevent the river from drying 
up during rainless periods, 

And while roll dams do indeed 
slow down the flow of river water, 
they also create a unique drowning 
hazard in the process. 

Guy Newhall, the 1972 Olympic 
Canoeing and Kayaking coach, said 
roll dams annually cause an untold 
number of drownings. 

"A roll dam looks very 
innocuous," Newhall said in a 
recently interview. The concrete 
barriers are usually submerged, 
and they leave barely a ripple on 
the surface to reveal their locations. 

"You can't hear a roll dam,” 
Newhall said, "but suddenly there it 
is." 

The effect of a roll dam, 
according to Mark Cullinan, chief 
engineer with DEM, is to create 
“almost a whirlpool of undertow" 
against the downstream face of the 
structure. 

"Once you get in the grasp of 
one," Cullinan said, "it's very hard 
to get back out.” 

No one knows how many roll 
dams there are in the U.S., but a 
company owned by two local men 
is awaiting final confirmation on a 
State contract to locate the roll 
dams in Massachusetts. Newhall 


said the project is the first of its 
kind in the U.S., and will most 
likely be copied by other states, 


A piece of legislation to identify 
and mark the roll dams in 
Massachusetts was submitted to the 
state Legislature by Rep. Jim Miceli 
(D-Wilmington) and named the 
Braciska Bill, after a Wilmington 
youth who drowned in 1984 during 
@ canoe race on the Shawsheen 
River. 

Scott Braciska's canoe plunged 
nose first into the river near the 
Ballardvale section of Andover 
during the race and threw him into 
the sucking grasp of the roll dam 
located there. And while Braciska 
was the only fatality in the incident, 
four of his attempted rescuers 
barely escaped being dragged into 
the churning waters of the roll 
dam. 

The state contract, which Rep. 
Miceli said amounts to $75,000, 
will allow Wilderness Plus, a 
company owned by Rick Barry of 
Wilmington, and his brother Jack 
of Tewksbury, to identify the roll 
dams in Massachusetts. 

According to Jack Barry, the first 
roll dam marker in the U.S. will be 
placed above the roll dam which 
claimed the life of Scott Braciska. 

(While formal approval of the 
funding for the contract will take at 
least three more weeks, Mark 
Cullinan of DEM said Wilderness 
Plus has been selected to carry out 
the identification phase of the 
Project. Another contractor, to be 
named later, will handle the actual 
placement of the signs, he said.) 

The contract allows for the 
identification and marking of SO 
roll dams, but Rick Barry said 
there is no telling how many of the 
“drowning machines” exist in 
Massachusetts. Cullinan said it may 
be necessary to go back to the 
Legislature for more funding if the 
more roll dams than expected are 
found. 


Safe access sought 
for new subdivision

Members of the Wilmington 
Planning Board Tuesday looked at 
two options for safe access to 
Kensington Estates, a 35 lot 
subdivision proposed to be built off 
Broad Street. 

The option’ favored by the board 
would widen one access road from 
Broad Street to 40 feet with a 
landscaped strip running in the 
middle. Members felt another 
alternative, to build a second road 
on the other side of property owned 
by Robert and Linda Fasulo, was 
not as viable or fair to the Fasulos 
since the first road would run along 
their boundary also. 

The board ruled out other access 
roads because of the extensive 
amount of wetlands on the 
property. They didn't pursue a 
reduction in the number of 
houselots to make a narrower road 
feasible, an option chairman Carole 
Hamilton had brought up at a prior 
meeting. 

The alternatives were outlined by 
David Jordan of Andover Consul- 
tants for developer Joseph Lan- 
gone, 

The Fasulos were present to ask 
questions and hear the decision of 
the board. When asked later if he 
was satisfied with that decision, 
Bob simply said "no" then went on 
to relate a series of problems he's 
had with builders, town depart- 
ments, and the property itself in the 
eight years since he's been the 
owner. 

The Fasulos bought the home 
from Langone's partner and four 
months later were robbed. After 
the shock wore off, a well on the 
property went dry and the family 
lived without water for a year. 
‘They were told at that time it would 
cost them $10,000 to $25,000 to 
bring town water to the end of 
Broad Street. They dug numerous 
holes searching for the well and 
sought help from the town only to 
get what Bob called "the runa- 
round." Finally, they paid 
approximately $5,000 to put an 
artesian well on their land. 

Bob next learned there was con- 
fusion over who previously owned 
the land as the building permit had 
been changed, something they were 
told was illegal. When he asked for 
help, Bob said "everybody tried to 
brush it off.” 

‘Then began a series of problems 


with the house itself, beginning 
with the collapse of the back deck, a 
leaky roof and subsequent cave-in, 
and septic system problems. 

Bob recently discovered his 
property line marker had been 
moved, probably by surveyors 
doing’ some work on a 
condominium proposal behind 
them two years ago. He also leamed 
there is no official record of his 
plot plan, except one showing 
“proposed” construction on his 
land. Now the family is waiting for 
a surveyor from an out of town 
firm to come in and locate their 


boundaries. 

At Tuesday's meeting, Langone 
offered to bring town water to the 
Fasulo property and deed over any 
extra property on an adjacent lot 
which may be used to protect them 
and help them conform in the 
future. The Fasulos prefer to keep 
their well, even though there's a 
chance it may be damaged once 
building starts and they may need to 
hire legal help 

They are bitter about what 
they've been through and feel, once 
again, they are bearing the brunt of 
the burden, especially with the 
additional traffic which will be 
generated in their neighborhood 
and along their property line, once 
they discover where that is. 

"After going through all this, 
why can't they leave us alone?” 
asked Linda, who is perhaps the 
more outspoken of the two. 

Her husband echoes the feeling. 
“Why do we have to suffer all this 
‘on top of what we've already been 
through? I think we've been good 
citizens of the town," added Bob, 
explaining they have volunteered in 
youth and sports organizations and 
been involved in school and com- 
munity activities over the years.

The roll dam project has long 
been a goal of the Shawsheen 
Watershed Environmental Action 
Team (S.W.E.A.T). The accident 
which claimed Scott Braciska took 
place during the first year in which 
S.WE.A.T. officially sponsored its 
now-annual “Great Race To The 
Sea," in which canoes are launched 
on the Shawsheen River and race to 
the harbor at Newburyport. 

Jack and Rick Barry are both 
long-time members of the 
non-profit environmental group, 
which is dedicated to the protection 
and improvement of the Shawsheen 
River watershed. 

According to Rick Barry, the roll 
dam project will involve three 
steps. The first, he said, is actually 
locating the roll dams. The U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers will be 
helping with the location phase of 
the project through the unit's 
headquarters in Waltham, Mass., he 
said. 

The next step, according to 
Barry, is finding the right spot to 
place a warning sign, usually along 
one of the river banks, upstream of 
the roll dam. Permission from the 
landowner must first be secured, he 
said, and the best place to put the 
signs would be near the easiest 
portage around the killer dams 

One unusual aspect of the project,

Barry said, is the actual logo on the 
warning signs. Barry said he would 
prefer a standardized sign, one 
which will be used nationwide, in 
case the project is expanded to the 
federal level. Barry said Guy 
Newhall is researching European 
river-hazard markers, and that the 
same sign may be used in the U.S. 

Finally, he said, the signs will 
have to be placed and secured, and 
later inspected to make sure they 
meet state specifications. 

“The hours involved are going to 
be heavy,” said Jack Barry, noting 
that Wilderness Plus will be 
identifying roll dams throughout 
Massachusetts, a task which will 
involve canoe trips on dozens of the 
state's navigable rivers 

The job of finding and marking 
roll dams is indeed a huge one, and 
could have a far-reaching effect on 
the way inland waterway hazards 
are treated thoughout the country. 
The job facing the Barry brothers 
is just the first step in bringing a 
needed measure of safety to 
recreational canoeing in the U.S. 

More important still, the Barry 
brothers will be helping to save the 
lives of people like Scott Braciska, 
and the many like him who have 
fallen prey to the concrete monsters 
called roll dams,

One of the best things Ray Shamie did after losing his last 
bid for the U.S. Senate was to form a watchdog group 
called the Mass. Civic Interest Council. They have 
recently presented a report critical of the M.B.T.A. The 
Council states that the "T" has been abusive of overtime pay 
to employees, to the tune of $9.4 million in 1985. What's 
more, a select group of 19 workers earned an average of 
$20,000 each in overtime premiums. An additional 208 
employees were sure to be found smiling, with their 
Overtime amounting to at least $10,000 respectively in 
1985, 

Of course, it might not be at all fair to criticize people 
who work at the 'T’. They are such a devoted group of 
professionals, akin to airport luggage handlers, always 
quick to greet you with a smile as you board the green line, 
and ready and willing to give change when all you have is 
single. Next to the telephone company, they're right up 
there on the old popularity list, along with airplane food 
and parking tickets. 

So shame on old Ray Shamie for picking on this group of 
hardworking, nose-to-the-grindstone people, such as 
James A. Cali, Jimmy is an inspector for the M.B.T.A. 
For those of you who don't speak M.B.T.A., an inspector 
is a safety troubleshooter, In other words, they are the 
guys who stand by the tracks to call in any derailments. It 
takes years of training to be able to recognize when a 
trolley has come off the trac! Anyway, Jim received 
over $52,000 in overtime over a 22-month period, above 
and beyond his base pay of $32,386. That's what's known 
as a good job to have if you've got ten kids in college. 

Thus, the Mass. Civic Interest Council published its 
recent report criticizing such huge overtime expenditures, 
which could well provide for entirely new jobs. The 
response that M.B.T.A. spokesman Vincent Carbona gave 
the Town Crier offered some explanations, but left quite a 
bit of grey area. In justifying why certain individuals 
received such large afftounts of overtime, Carbona stated 
that they were "specialists in one way or another", Of 
course, the 'T’ has many ‘specialists’, and why a small 
group of individuals were fortunate enough to receive such 
large sums, regardless of how many hours worked, can 
understandably raise suspicions. And, as to why the 'T' did 
not hire additional personnel as opposed to spending such a 
wealth of money on o.t., Carbona said that "it would be 
more costly to hire contractors for such a short term 
project." The project referred to is the Cabot Red Line 
work in South Boston, on which Jim Cali and others have 
been working. 

But the key to proper personnel management is 
distributing overtime on an equal basis, and not to select 
individuals who accumulate huge premium pays as a result. 
As proposition 2 1/2 has caused many municipalities to cut 
down on overtime pay to employees all together, the 'T’ 
should be just as frugal, especially in light of decreasing 
federal aid tq public transportation. &é 

However;‘one explanation to a high amount of overtime 
in the M.B,.A- has to do'with the poljce. Of the 126 'T" 
police officers, four were mentioned /in the Mass. Civic 
Interest Council Report. But they were paid overtime for 
court appearances, and are noted as the most aggressive "T’ 
police officers for following up arrests made on the 
M.B.T.A., which has 500,000 riders annually. 

Yet the fact remains that overtime at the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority is being given out in an 
entirely disproportionate manner. The figure cited in the 
Civic Interest Council’s report for 1985 of $9.4 million, 
fepresents only a small percentage of the 'T’ budget. But 
for these monies to fall like the sky on just a few 
employees, is not about to instill great confidence in the 'T 
management, which should carefully evaluate the recent 
report made by Ray Shamie's research group.

on renovation project

As renovation work winds down 
at Wilmington High School and the 
January 5 completion date passes, 
members of the Permanent 
Building Committee are still tying 
up loose ends and trying to resolve 
several problems which have arisen 
in the past months. 

Monday night, the committee 
learned there is still a problem with 
the high school septic system 
installed by Sciaba Construction 
Corp. The committee received 
complaints of odors emanating 
from what is believed to be an 
improper alignment of manhole 
covers, something which needs to 
be addressed before they can 
receive a Certificate of Compliance 
from the board of health. 

At a prior meeting, PBC 
members voted to notify Sciaba that 
the work will be deleted from their 
contract because the system is 
incomplete and "defective in part.” 
They also agreed with consultant 
Stuart Lesser of Joslin, Lesser, and 
Associates that because Sciaba is in 
violation of the contract, they had a 
right to choose another contractor 
to finish the job. Lesser said 
Monday a meeting would be held 
to look into the problem. 

Several new elevators in the 
building still have not been 
approved for use by the town 
inspector, despite the fact that both 
Lesser and architect Wilson Rains 
feel the elevators were installed 
correctly and could be safely 
operated.

Harnden Street, in Wilmington 
One can say that it starts at St. 
Dorothy's Church and goes up a 
hill to an old farmhouse, and to 
Glen Road. One can also say it 
Starts at the old farmhouse, which, 
over a century ago was the home of 
Henry Harnden, and then goes 
down the stfeet, and also down the 
hill in both directions on Glen Road 
from Pop's Hill. 

Back in the 1910's and 1920's, 
that farmhouse was known as 
Pop's. Across Glen Road was and is 
a bam, which was Pop's Barn. For 
the hill, the barn, and the house 
there was no other name. 

Pop (Christian Neilson) well 
known and liked, a farmer, his 
Danish accent was very slight. He 
was in his forties or early fifties, 
with six grown children, and 
among other things, was a member 
of the Wilmington Grange. 

Mrs. Neilson (Ana Kerstine, 
called Stina) also had a slight 
Danish accent. She was widely 
known as Ma. She was "Ma" 
because Pop was “Pop.” And, it can 
be said, in addition to being a 
farmer's wife, she was the mistress 
of a well known summer boarding 
house, and a very capable lady. 

Sometime about World War I one 
of the daughters, Sarah, went out to 
California. She sent a postcard 
home, via U.S. Mail (cost, one cent) 
addressed to “Pop, Wilmington, 
Mass."

That postcard was promptly 
delivered. Everyone in Wilmington 
knew who “Pop” was. 

Pop's farm was an exciting place 
to visit, especially for the young 
people from Boston and nearby 
cities. There were chickens. There 
were cows, a dozen or so. There 
were horses and swine, and a pony, 
named Carey. 

Carey was an animal of dubious 
age and disposition, He belonged to 
Caleb Harriman, in North 
Wilmington, but Caleb's son and 
daughter had outgrown the age of 
pony possession, and Pop inherited 
the animal, 

There was a pony cart, which 10 
year old Sylvia Neilson, a niece 
used, to deliver milk around Silver 
Lake. Those afternoon trips were 
sometimes exciting, for if Carey 
decided the time had come to go 
home for supper, he did so. Sylvia 
and the milk bottles would bounce 
arourid in the carriage until Carey 
stopped at the barn door, or, if that 
was open, in the bam. 

In the days of World War Il, 
when Sylvia was serving in the 
WACS she more than once met 
other persons in the army who 
remembered her and the pony. 
Sylvia and Carey were not easily 
forgotten 

Winter time in Wilmington was 
the time to get out the horse drawn 
sleighs and pungs for travel. Young 
people had their Flexible Flyers. 
No one sanded the streets, and 
Pop's Hill was a wonderful place. 
Some few persons drove around in 
automobiles, but even Dr. Daniel 


Buzzell used a horse sleigh for his 
calls, 

The wonderful thing about Pop's 
Hill in the winter time was the way 
the kids could slide, on their sleds 

Glen Road and Harnden Sureet 
provided-good sliding, as long as 
there was no "adult" traffic 

The best sliding was on the west 
side of the hill, where a path led 
down to the stores at Grove Avenue 
and Main Street. There was a 
footbridge across Lubbers Brook, 
probably made by Eddie and 
George. That footbridge, in itself, 
was a little hill, just the kind to 
provide a thrill to someone on a fast 
moving sled. 

Summer time was equally 
exciting, because of the boarding 
house. There would be 40 or 50 
people for a Sunday dinner, served 
by Ma Neilson and her daughters. 
Generally, but not always, there 
would be a hired cook or maid. 

All the cooking was on a range, in 
the kitchen. Coal was not used, at 
least at first. 

Summer times, too, there would 
be Sunday Masses at Thompson's 
Grove. Today St. Dorothy's 
Church occupies what was the 
ballfield at Thompson's Grove. It 
was a place over 10 acres, with a 
fine grove, fine playing fields, and 
a dance hall which Florence 
Thompson said was the biggest in 
New England. 

Silver Lake was served by the 
streetcars, directly from Sullivan 
Square. The writer can remember 
(on one occasion) an estimated 
2000 persons at "Moxie" beach (so

named because of a sign) on Sunday 
mornings. They came from 
Charlestown, Cambrigge and 
Somerville. Many attended the 
Masses at Thompson's Grove. 
Generally there were two Masses. 
Maybe there were more. 

After the services were over 
those people would go to Pop's 
barn to buy their Sunday dinner 
vegetables. It was a busy time for 
Pop. Elmer Branscombe, a 
farmhand, was always bringing in 
more fresh com, and nieces and 
grandchildren were the sales 
people. There were always 13 ears 
in any bag of com which Pop sold. 
In the beginning of the season corn 
might be as high as 75 or 80 cents a 
dozen. At the end of the summer 
corn was sometimes 25 cents a

dozen. 

Carrots and beets were five cents 
a bunch, fresh from the garden. 
There were many other vegetables, 
too, all from the farm. 

Just as a matter of interest, where 
the Wilmington Town Hall is today 
(the former Glen Road School) was 
one of Pop's favorite corn gardens. 

Pop would take in over $100 on a 
Sunday morning. That might not 
sound like much money, but in

those day one could buy a brand 
new Ford sedan for about $360. 

Among those who can remember 
the days of Pop's Hill, and all the 
farming life of that day, is a 
gentleman named Thomas T. 
ONeil, of Cambridge. Tip, as he is 
known, has just retired from the US 
Congress. He was one of the young 
boys who would visit Pop's Farm in 
the summer, 60 or more years ago, 
in company with his parents.

"People were standing in line in 
St. Louis to renew the program,” 
Schwoegler said in regard to how 
well received For Spacious Skies 
was in Missouri. 

Joining Borden and Schwoegler 
was Brian Smith, a Wilmington 
teacher from the Wildwood School 
and Janice Yelland, principal of the 
Cutler School in Hamilton. 

Yelland showed two slide 
presentations concerning the For 
Spacious Skies experience at the 
school and how sky themes have 
been used to create art appreciation 
at the elementary grade level 
Smith also used a slide presentation 
to visually explain how simple 
activities can be integrated into a 
variety of subjects 

Smith brought in examples of his 
class’ work. Among the items was a 
highly decorative "sky book” filled 
with poems, vocabulary lessons, 
stories and weather reports; a paper 
mache solar system and constel- 
lations on cardbard. 

"There isn't anyting you can teach 
that can’t relate to the sky," Borden 
said as part of his remarks to 
encourage the Wilmington teachers 
to experiment with the program. 

Borden's program has been 
successfully implemented in 
numgrous grammar schools across 
the country. Among the 
Massachusetts systems to try 
programs are: Lowell, Lynn, 
Hamilton, Arlington and Boston. 
Teachers who want to start the 
program in their classroom need 
only follow an activities guide. 
They can also obtain a starter kit 
which contains binoculars, prisms, 


thermometer, compass, sky guide, 
cloud chart and hand lenses 
Children not only examine the sky 
and study it, but teachers, as 
students’ awareness increases, use 
the sky as the centerpiece for 
teaching a variety of subjects. 

For Spacious Skies has received 
widespread recognition for its 
efforts, On June 14, 1987 the 
program will be awarded with the 
American Meteorological Society's 
award for outstanding contribution 
to meteorology by a non-profit 
organization at their annul meeting 
in New Orleans.

Health board seeks cooperation on problems 


The Wilmington Board of Health 
met with members of the Chisholm 
family on Monday evening seeking 
resolution of a tire dump and an 
odor nuisance on the family farm 
on Hopkins Street. 

Leonard, Lester and Maureen 
Chisholm discussed matters with 
the board, with Chairman Jim 
Ficociello leading the discussion. 

Ficociello said the board had 
become aware of the tire dump 
after a fire on the property. 
Progress has been made at cleaning 
up the tires, with a couple of truck 
loads having been removed 
already. Leonard Chisholm said the 
work would be completed, but that 
the recent snowstorm had delayed 
the completion. He said the tires 
were not a hazard and were not 
toxic. 
Not necessarily, said Dr. 
Ficociello. He said that the cleanup 
would have to include the removal 
of any oil released from the burn- 
ing of tires. He said that he and 
health director Greg Erickson 
would want to see the excavation 
before it is backfilled. 

Ficociello asked that the 
Chisholms contact the board with a 
progress report before the next 


During the week ending January 
5, Wilmington police officers 
responded to six accidents, 33 
alarms, two break and entries, four 
domestic problems, made 12 
arrests and assisted other depart- 
ments.

meeting in early February. 
On the matter of an odor 
nuisance, there was less agreement. 
The Chisholms presented a letter 
from the Massachusetts Farm 
Bureau Federation, Inc. which 
quoted Chapter 111, Section 125A 
of the Massachusetts General Laws, 
which it said was very specific in 
stating that, "...the odor from the 
normal maintainence of livestock 
or the spreading of manure upon 
agricultural or horticultural lands 
shall not be deemed to constitute a 
nuisance.” 

The letter further cited Section 1 
of the same law on whether the 
raising of mink was considered 
agriculture. The definition of 
farming or agriculture, according 
to the letter, included the keeping 
and raising of fur-bearing animals. 

“I don't believe you've done 
much homework,” said Leonard 
Chisholm. "You said we're not 
agriculture. You're wrong.” 

“We've been there going on 53 
years, and it's the first complaint, 
and it dovetails with our trying to 
rezone our land,” said the 83-year- 
old mink farmer. “It's that 
bunch..." 
“Bigots,” interjected his Son, Les. 


Officer Steve Mauriello arrested 
Robert Kenny, 18, of Dobson 
Avenue, Wilmington charging him 
with underage possession of 
alcohol. 

Tuesday morning, Dec. 30, Sgt. 
Rooney and Officer Jon Shepard 


arrested Edward Hazzard, 110 
Parker St., Wilmington at the 
Harvard, Mass. police station on the 
basis of a default warrant issued by 
Woburn Court. Hazzard was bailed 
from Harvard first and then 
arrested on the Wilmington 
warrant. 

Two men were arrested New 
Year's Day at the Town Park by 
Sgt. Palmer. Robert McNaughton, 
Jr., 25, of Willow Street, Woburn 
and Allen Woodman, 21, of Smith 
Street, Chelmsford were charged 
with possession of a controlled 
substance in Class D. They were 
taken directly to Woburn Court for 
arraignment.

After a two hour search through 
the woods and swamps, twin 
brothers, former residents of 
Wilmington were arrested after 
being discovered in the woods off 
Nathan Road. 

Arrested were James R. Dawe, 
24 of Cross Street, Malden and 
Scott W. Dawe, 24 of Chelsea 
Street. Everett. They were charged 
with breaking and entering in the 
night time with intent to commit a 
felony, possession of burglarious 
tools and malicious damage to real 
and personal property. 

The arrests were made by 
Officers Steve Mauriello, Bob 
Richter, Frank Hancock, Sgt. 
Rooney. They were assisted by 
Officer Bill Faria, of the 
Burlington Police Department with 
his canine. Officers report the 
suspects had in their possession 
C.B. walkie talkies. Insp. Celata 
was called in for fingerprinting. 

Malden and Woburn police have 
expressed an interest in the suspects 
due to a rash of roof breaks in their 
cities. Entrance to Stelios was 
through the skylight, after which an 
attempt was made to disarm the 
burglar alarm. Several officers 
ended up soaking wet and frozen 
after the chase through the swamp 
with temperatures well below 
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"I wouldn't go that far,” said the 
elder Chisholm. "That “save-the- 
neighborhood group.” But we plan 
to move part of our operation up 
there (to a back portion of the 
property) by June. We could have a 
thousand mink up there. But we 
could have 10,000 and you can't 
have anything to say. 

“It's harassment!” he said. 

Dr. Ficociello reacted quickly. 
“Unless you're prepared to go to 
the wall with it, a harassment 
charge is not to be proferred 
lightly,” he said. 

"The issue here is an odor 
nuisance,” said Ficociello. “The 
problems with the neighbors are 
academic.” 

Maureen Chisholm said that she 
felt the main problem was not 
addressed. If the same business has 
been there for 52 years with the 
same odor, why has this only come 
up now, she asked. 

Dr. Ficociello said that since he 
had been on the board, they have 
been moving at cleaning up some 
old situations, citing problems with 
Polyvinyl as an example. 

The complaint, he said, had been 
issued by Health Director Greg 
Erickson, who rides by the Chis- 
holm twice a day. There were also 
complaints and calls from other 
people. 

Dr. Ficociello told the Chisholms 
that the board was not prohibiting 
them from having a mink farm. 
They wanted a plan to abate the 
nuisance, 


“You ‘can't do anything about a 
nuisance,” said Les Chisholm, 
citing the letter from the Farm 
Bureau Federation. 

The organization was not a state 
agency, said Dr. Ficociello, and it 
was certainly not the DEQE (the 
Mass. Dept. of Environmental 
Quality Engineering). 

“If you want to work coopera- 
tively, we will do that,” said Dr. 
Ficociello. 

“What are we supposed to do, . . . 
hold a cup?" said Les Chisholm 

“The more you rake it, the worse 
it smells,” said Maureen Chisholm. 
"If you rake it spring and fall, 
you'd still have an odor. They've 
been in the business 52 years, and 
they know what they're doing,” she 
said. 

Anne Linehan said she had lived 
in the neighborhood for several 
years with no problems. She tried 
to ask how the Charles River 
Breeding Laboratories disposed of 
their manure. 

Dr. Ficociello said the subject was 
an’ odor nuisance, not manure 
disposal. When she persisted, he 
ruled her out of order. 


In parting, Leonard Chisholm 


told Ficociello, “Mink manure will 
grow hair on a bald-headed man, 
Maybe you should visit us more 
often.” 

‘The matter was left that the board 
wanted a plan for abating the odor, 
before the board's next meeting 
Feb. 2.

Social Security noted 

Starting January 1, you can earn 
up to $8,160 if 65 or older and still 
receive your full Social Security 
check. Under 65 the amount you 
can earn has been raised to $6000. 
The month you reach 70 you can 
earn as much as you want and still 
get your full Social Security check. 
If you earned more than was 
allowed in 1986 you will have to 
complete an annual report of 
earnings and send it to the Social 
Security office by April 15. If you 
are 70 or older you do not have to 
file an annual report. Any person 
on Social Security disability has to 
report all money earned no matter 
how much itis. 

If a person is working now and 
wants to remain working and delay 
his/her retirement past 65, your 
Social Security benefits will 
increase three percent for every 
year you continue to work. The 
credits will gradually increase until 
1990, at that time those who delay 
their retirement after 65. will 
receive eight percent increase in 
benefits. 
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Burlington: Poetry in names

History of Burlington 
art One

The poetry of its place names 


ranges from Havenville and 
Winnmere to Rock Meadow and 


Hungry Plain. 
Its territory runs north from 
the edge of World's End, past 


Babylon Road and Wolf Pen, to 
Lubber's Brook on the border of 
“Billirrikey."’ 

Formed as Woburn's Second 
Parish, or Woburn Precinct, in 
1730, it was described in 11 lines 
of the Federal Writers Project of 
1937, more than two centuries 
later, as if it were “a quaint, 
rustic, and sOmnolent town 
where the past and the dead are 
of more importance than the 
living,"’ according to the town 
historian. 

As late as 1870, the prosperous 
farming community of 
Burlington had only 626 people 
who owned and operated 105 
farms and lived in 124 houses. 

Indeed, in that year its 
recorded numbers of cows, 
horses, swine, oxen, colts, 
yearlings, two-year olds (and 
one sheep) surpassed its 
Population of humankind. 

jut in the last half century, 
Burlington has exploded into’a 
particularly bustling suburb 
where farm animals no longer 
odtnumber humans. 

Burtington was incorporated 
as something of a johnny-come- 
lately (1799) among the 
municipalities which surround 
it. The town is in the form of a 
rough geographical diamond 
between the far older com- 
munities of Woburn (1642) and 


Billerica (1655) and the later- 
incorporated Lexington (1713), 
Bedford (1729) and Wilmington 
(1730) 

But if the crow were to fly ona 
curve of distance and time over 
the territory which today is 
Burlington, it would survey 
Indian lodge, tree and teepee, 
white man’s smithy, tavern’ 
schoolhouse and town hall, and 
modern mall and high-rise 
buildings, all set in their various 
turns, among hills and slopes of 
gradually diminishing woods. 

In this instance the job of 
researcher and historian is 
eased considerably, since the 


town's story is ‘told, with 
detailed scholarship, skill and 
wit, by John "Ed" Fogelberg, 


retired Burlington educator 

Fogelberg's work, 
“Burlington: Part of A Greater 
Chronicle,’ published in 1976, 
and dedicated to all of 
Burlington’s young people - is 
inscribed with humor and light 
and invested with affirmation 
an appropriate bi-centennial gift 
to the present and future based 
on a comprehensive study of the 
padi, 

Fogelberg reports one of the 
earliest descriptions of the area, 
derived from the ‘Wonder 
Working Providence of Zion's 
Savior," of Captain Edward 
Johnson, one of the first settlers 
of Woburn, who wrote in 1662 

“The scituation of this Town is 
in the highest part of the yet 

pled land, neere upon the 
ead springs of many con: 
siderable rivers, or their 
branches; as the first rise of 
Ipswitch river, and the rise of 
the Shashin river, one of the 
most considerable branches. of 
Merrimeck, ... It is very full of 
pleasant springs, and great 
variety of very good water 
their Medows are mot large, but 
lye in divers places to particular 
lwellings; the like doth their

Springs. Their land is very 
fruitful in many places although 
they have no very great quantity 
of plain land in any one place. 

et doth their Rocks and 
Swamps yield very good food for 
Cattel ...” 

And so the region which 
became Burlington continued 
much the same, in an 
agricultural capacity, for 
considerably more than two 
centuries after the Woburn 
historian quilled his “Wonder 
Working Providence.” 

There were people, of course, 
within the confines of present 
day Burlington long before the 
European settlers, and they 
deserve some mention, as 
always ~- though extant accounts 
of Indians living in the vicinity 
of Middlesex before the coming 
of European settlers are almost 
non-existent, according to 
Fogelberg. The question of what 
tribes resided in the area is open 
to debate -- and after carefully 
weighing the white man’s 
studies, the Burlington historian 
concludes 

“Here in Burlington it is 
known that Indians had an en: 
campment on the rise of ground 
now within Chestnut Hill 
Cemetery. And since this was 
borderline territory for several 
Indian tribes, it cannot be known 
for sure whether those early 
campers were Massachusetts, 
or Nipmucks, or Penacooks."’ 

As for documented events, 
there is only one Indian incident 
on record within the bounds of 
what is now Burlington, ac.

Continued from S-1 
cording to Fogelberg. It oc- 
curred in 1670: 

“One Sunday morning an 
Indian concealed himself in the 
hophouse of a small form which 
stood at the corner of what is 


_~ now Bedford Street and Francis 


Wyman Road. When he was sure 
the-whole family ... had gone to 
church, he came out of his 

“ hiding place and approached the 
house... 

“But upon opening the door he 
found that a young woman of the 
family had been left at home. He 
demanded that she serve him 
cider which she went to the 
cellar to draw. As she returned 
through the cellarway ... he 
stepped from hiding behind the 
door and hit her savagely on the 
head with his tomahawk. Her 
blood spurted from the wound 
onto the cellar door ... The In- 
dian, it seems a lone marauder, 
was later hunted down and 


hanged in chains to pay for his 
murderous act.” 

The blood, rtedly, was 
never wiped from the cellar door 
and when the house was taken 
down in 1760 the still-stained 
door was removed to the barn. 
The door apparently survived as 
late as 1930, according to 
Fogelberg, when it disappeared, 
pro} bly ‘ause “‘it fell apart, 
arid no longer had any interest 
value as an exhibit of savage 
cruelty.” 

Five years after Burlington's 
lone recorded Indian incident, 
all of the Massachusetts settlers 
were to become the targets of 
King Philip's War and his ill- 
starred attempt to exterminate 
the newcomers. Yet the 
Burlington area escaped any 
further incident. 

Fogelberg: ‘Almost half the 
town in this area suffered some 
damage from Indian attacks but 
the farms then in Burlington 
were never molested although 
the Indians attacked and burned 
farms and houses as close as 
Concord and Chelmsford and 
Billerica

Some time before the blood- 
spateced door incident and 

ing Philip's War, the territory 
of present-day Burlington, like 
its parent communities of 
Charlestown and Woburn was 
settled, not by Pilgrims, but by 
men and women of a rather 
different stamp. 

Viewed by the “dignified 
bishop of London, for instance, 
the Cap Cod people (Pilgrims) 
were an outlawed religious band 
of trouble-makers ‘instructed by 

ides fit for them, cobblers, 
ailors, felt-makers, and such- 
like trash.’ The Puritans (who 
settled Charlestown and Boston, 
and soon pushed north) were not 
in this category at all.” 

Whatever category the set- 
tlers of latter-day Winchester, 
Woburn and Burlington com: 

rised (since they were 
uritans, of course, they in- 
cluded many from the mother 
country’s landed gentry and 
other families of substance), 
they had built Woburn's first 
church by 1642, were soon to 
experience the “ecstatic but 
horrible poetry” of town clerk 
Edward Johnson, and by 1680 
had established enough “‘tithing- 
men’’ ‘‘to have the oversight of 
their neighbors.” 

It was thetithingmen’s office 
to “advance the divine honor 
and spititual benefit of the 
people by checking or 
preventing disorderly conduct 

suppressing or checking 
profanit, Sabath breaking, 
idleness, intemperance, and 
sundry ‘other immoralities,”” 
according to Samuel Sewall’s 
“History of Woburn.”’ 

The ‘advantage the early 
settlers of later Burlington may 
have enjoyed could have been a 
greater distance from church 
and tithing-men, since the 
outlying parishioners frequently 
had to make their way by 
snowshoe to the church at 
Woburn center. 

And while on the topic of 
“sundry other immoralities,”’ 
the name of one member of a 
family later prominent in 
Burlington history, David 
Wyman, appears to have caused 
what Fogelberg describes as 
“an interesting item" in the 
Woburn records of 1675 

“The selectmen called David 
Wyman to answer for en: 
tertaining the widow Farmer as 
an inmate in his house: the said 
David having been convicted 
before the selectmen of breach 
of town order is sentenced to 
paye seven shillings for fourteen 
days entertainment.”’ 

“This doesn't sound too well 
for David,"’ Fogelberg reports, 
“but the genealogist of the 
Wyman family explains David's 
‘entertainment’. by saying 
‘David appears to have been 
giving a roof to his prospective 
mother-in-law, as 20 days later 
he married the daughter." " 

To return to Johnson's 
“Wonder Working Providence:" 
useful and significant as it is as 
the first published history of 
Massachusetts, much of his 
work is very difficult reading, 
according to Fogelberg, 
“especially when he treats 
religious questions and then it 
becomes almost unintelligible. 
Most of his poetry borders on 
plain doggerel.”” 

In attempting to show a 
relationship. between Puritan 
theology and literary practice, 
Fogelberg points out, Kenneth 
Murdock writes of the early 
Woburn man’s work 

“The theme of the book was 
the ‘wonder-working 
Providence’ which had made 
possible the colonists’ success in 
a ‘howling desart.’ " 


The “howling desart,”’ en- 
compasses the territory on 
which you are now sitting, 


standing, or otherwise, if you 
are reading this anywhere in 
New England, and includes even 
the sparsely settled Rock 
Meadow, Hungry Plain and 
other sites of ayler say 
Burlington, about which we'll 
learn more next time.

Weight loss help available 
Winchester Hospital opens 


nutrition research center 


The start of a new year is 
traditionally the time to make 
New Year's resolutions.

One of these is to get in shape 
by losing weight. To help area 
residents who have a weight 
problem, Winchester Hospital 
announces the recent opening 
locally of the Center for 
Nutritional Research. , 

Benefitting from 15 years of 
experience in the successful 
treatment of obesity as a 
disease, the center, which is 
associated with the New 
England Deaconess Hospital, 
leads the field of research in the 
biochemistry and un- 
derstanding of obesity in its 
innovative approaches and 
clinical results. Working on the 
premise that weight control can 
be a serious medical concern, 
the center offers patients the 
choice of medically supervised 
individual or group sessions. A 
study is also being conducted on 
hypertensive patients. 

George L. Blackburn, M.D., 
Ph_D., is the scientific director 
ef le program; Isaac Greer 
berg, Ph.D, is the clinical 
behavioral therapist; and Gail 
Kaufman, M_D., is an internist 
with specialty in gastro- 
enterology and expertise in 
nutrition. Dr. Blackburn and 
Dr. Greenberg are on the 
faculty at the Harvard Medical 
School and members of the 
Medical Staff at the New 
England Deaconess Hospital. 
Dr. Kaufman is a member of 
the Medical Staff at Winchester 
Hospital, where other staff 
members at the Center are 
Molly Torra, a registered nurse 
and counselor, and Priscilla 
Cudoni, office manager. 

“All our programs are geared 
to lifestyle changes,” said Ms. 
Torra. ‘Once a patient has lost 
weight, maintaining it can be 
difficult. That is when grou 
support can be helpful.” She 
told about one patient, a retired 
man in his 60s who had to lose 50 
pounds in order to undergo open 
heart surgery. Another 
example of individuals who 


benefit from the program are 
those who suffer from joint 
problems such as arthritis 
‘Weight loss improves 


mobility,"’ she said. 


DR. ISAAC GREENBERG of 
Winchester Hospital Center for 
Nutritional Research 


With the exception of the 
hypertension study, whose 
subjects must be referred by a 
physician, individuals can 
either be physician-referred or 
self-referred. However, 
depending upon the program in 
which they will be enrolled, they 
must see their physician for a 
physical examination before 
beginning the program. In- 
dividuals who do not have a 
physician are referred to 
members of the Winchester 
Hospital Medical Staff. 

“We are not primary care 
physicians,” said Dr. Green- 
berg. “We treat patients only 
for dietary related medical 
problems." 

Describing obesity as a 
serious disease requiring 
aggressive medical treatment, 
Jonathan L. Adler, M.D,, 
, chairman of the Department of 
“Medicine at Wincheter 
Hospital, said of the program 
that it should be of benefit to a 
large number of individuals. 

Once they enroll in the 
program, all patients undergo a 
two-week evaluation; and the 
physician, nurse, and patient 
collaborate in deciding which

“Research has confirmed the 
hypothesis that weight control 
following weight loss is more 
difficult and more important 
than the initial weight loss 
experience,” said Greenberg. 

The first two are very low 
calorie diets (400-600 calories) 
designed to encourage swift, 
safe weight loss. Both require 
ongoing medical attention. The 
latter two are moderately 
hypocaloric diets (850-1200 
calories) which encourage high 
dietary fibre and low dietary fat 
intake

Weight loss help available 


Winchester Hospital opens 
nutrition research center 


The start of a new year is 
traditionally the time to make 
New Year’s resolutions. Among 
the more popular promises 
made each year (and un- 
fortunately not always kept) 
can be life-saving. 

One of these is to get in shape 
by losing weight. To help area 
residents who have a weight 
problem, Winchester Hospital 
announces the recent opening 
locally of the Center for 
Nutritional Research. 

Benefitting from 15 years of 
experience in the successful 
treatment of obesity as a 
disease, the center, which is 
associated with the New 
England Deaconess Hospital, 
leads the field of research in the 
biochemistry and un- 
derstanding of obesity in its 
innovative approaches and 
clinical results. Working on the 
premise that weight control can 
be a serious medical concern, 
the center offers patients the 
choice of medically supervised 
individual or group sessions. A 
study is also being conducted on 
hypertensive patients. 

George L. Blackburn, M.D., 
Ph_D,, is the scientific director 
of (ue program; Isaac Green 
berg, Ph.D., is the clinical 
behavioral therapist; and Gail 
Kaufman, M.D., is an internist 
with specialty in gastro- 
enterology and expertise in 
nutrition. Dr. Blackburn and 
Dr. Greenberg are on the 
faculty at the Harvard Medical 
School and members of the 
Medical Staff at the New 
England Deaconess Hospital 
Dr. Kaufman is a member of 
the Medical Staff at Winchester 
Hospital, where other staff 
members at the Center are 
Molly Torra, a registered nurse 
and counselor, and Priscilla 
Cudoni, office manager. 

“All our programs are geared 
to lifestyle changes,” said Ms. 
Torra. ‘Once a patient has lost 
weight, maintaining it can be 
difficult. That is when group 
support can be helpful.” She 
told about one patient, a retired 
man in his 60s who had to lose 50 
pounds in order to undergo open 
heart surgery. Another 
example of individuals who 


benefit from the program are 
those who suffer from joint 
problems such as arthritis. 
‘Weight loss improves 
mobility,” she said.

With the exception of the 
hypertension study, whose 
subjects must be referred by a 
physician, individuals can 
either be physician-referred or 
self-referred. However, 
depending upon the program in 
which they will be enrolled, they 
must see their physician for a 
physical examination before 
beginning the program. In- 
dividuals who do not have a 
physician are referred to 
‘Members of the Winchester 
Hospital Medical Staff. 

“We are not primary care 
physicians,"" said Dr. Green- 
berg. “We treat patients only 
for dietary related medical 
problems." 

Describing obesity as a 
serious disease requiring 
aggressive medical treatment, 
Jonathan L. Adler, M.D., 
chairman of the Department of 
Medicine at Wincheter 
Hospital, said of the program 
that it should be of bertefit to a 
large number of individuals. 

Once they enroll in the 
program, all patients undergo a 
two-week evaluation; and the 
physician, nurse, and patient 
collaborate in deciding which

The first two are very low 
calorie diets (400-600 calories) 
designed to encourage swift, 
safe weight loss. Both require 
ongoing medical attention. The 
latter two are moderately 
hypocaloric diets (850-1200 
calories) which encourage high 
dietary fibre and low dietary fat 
intake.

Platoon Starring. Tom 


Berenger, Charlie Sheen, 
Willem Dafoe. Directed and 
written by Oliver Stone.

Rated R (intense violence, 
profanity). 
Platoon is unequivocably, 


absolutely and without ex- 
ception the best war movie ever 
made. 

Parents with children over the 
age of 10 should take their 
children to see this film - it will 
wipe their cocky Rambo grins 
right off their faces. And 
teenagers who do not fear the 
distant guns in South America 
should be made to see it twice, 
just in case they believe the 
revisionists and think that 
America always wins, and that 
bullets don’t make you bleed. 

Oliver Stone, who completed a 
tour in Viet Nam and won a 
Bronze Star and a Purple Heart, 
has written the first movie that 
is really about the war, and 
doesn't use the soggy jungles of 
Southeast Asia as a backdrop or 
an allegory. Shattered minds 
and Agent Orange aren’t at 
issue here, staying alive and 
defining the enemy, in or out of 
the squad, is what counts. 

Charlie Sheen is the binding 
force in the film as a naive 
volunteer who joins the war in a 
misguided quest for knowledge 
and self-definition. He is an open 
book, a guiless grunt of an 
Everyman whose face is finally 
lined with the experience he 
sought. Sheen, who has the 
thankless job of recounting the 
morality in this movie as the 
narrator, knows that acting is 
reacting, and manages to avoid 
sentimentality all together. 

Tom Berenger, who usually

One of the most searing 
moments in the film comes 
when Berenger and Dafoe 
square off, and the outcome is 
not the stuff of which most 
Hollywood treacle is made. 

Hopheads, rednecks, bugs, 
heat, rain, jungle rot, civilian 
killings, shattered bodies and 
irrational minds. All the ugly 
elements of war not usually 
allowed to emerge from the 
back lots are laid bare by Stone, 
and he often surrounds the 
despair with flecks of sunlight 
shimmering down through the 
lush foliage. Platoon is reality 
with very little hope, and it is 
guaranteed to touch a raw 
nerve. It is like being emerged 
in the Viet Nam War, and unlike 
the original, it shouldn't be 
missed.

You 
don't have to be able to spell it to 
recognize it, Just look at Emilio 
Estevez's smug face for about 
five minutes, and you won't 
have to wonder what went awry 
with Wisdom. = 

We kept hearing that Estevez 
was a triple threat, working as a 
writer, director and actor. But 
triple threat also meant that he 
had three chances to strike out, 
which he did, as Wisdom misses 
the mark technically, ar- 
tistically and esthetically, In 
other words, it doesn’t ring true 
from the opening shot, which 
must have seemed 
progressively apparent to 
Estevez the director, because he 
painted himself into a corner by 
the closing scene, and didn't 
know how to get out of it. 

What's especially annoying is 
that the idea behind this bloated 
blow to his self-image is really 
interesting. It's an update on the

The film could have 
overridden these technical 
difficulties if Demi and Emilio 
weren't playing at being Demi 
and Entilio.
